Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A"  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort  Wayne  milk 
order  in  June  1965,  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price  of  $3,71  per  hundredweight  for 
milk  testing  3.5%,  A butterfat  differential  of  7,0  cents  for  each  one  tenth  of  one 
percent  that  Individual  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5%  standard  will  be  used.  This 
minimum  price  is  subject  to  a 4 cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction  and 
authorized  hauling  charges.  The  computation  of  the  minimum  blend  price  is  shown  on 
page  5 and  the  class  prices  on  page  4. 

The  $3.71  price  for  June  1965,  is  4 cents  more  than  the  May  1965  price,  and 
17  cents  above  the  June  1964  price.

PURDUE  UNIVERSITY 


The  Agricultural  Economics  Department,  Purdue  University,  has  published  an  interesting 
study  as  to  where  Indiana  Grade  A milk  producers  sell  their  milk.  In  December  1964, 
there  were  7,540  producers  selling  milk  to  handlers  regulated  under- Federal  Orders.  59.4% 
sold  to  handlers  under  the  three  Indiana  orders;  23.6%  to  handlers  under  the  five  Ohio 
orders;  12.7%  to  handlers  under  the  Louisville-Lexington-Evansville  order;  4.1%  to 
handlers  under  the  Chicago  order;  and  the  remaining  0.2%  to  handlers  under  the  Detroit 
order.  84%  of  the  producers  shipping  to  Federal  Order  markets  were  bulk  tank  shippers. 

94%  of  the  can  shippers  sold  to  the  Fort  Wayne,  Indianapolis,  and  Cleveland  markets.
